Jt is noteworthy that Mr. Burkill who 
rode Albion Dahlia yesterday, won the 
Derby of 1805 on & pony named Velvet, 
in mins. 188ecs. Since that year he has 
won the Derby on six occasions, and 
secured {wo second places. Mr. Moller 
whb rodé Firclight yesterday came third 
in the 1900 rage, and since then has had 
two seconds and a third, but he has 
never yet had the satisfaction of winning 
the big event. Myr. John Johnstone bas 
a shorter Derby’ career than either 
Messrs, Burkill or Moller. He came 
third in the 1907 race on Southwold, 


J and won the 1908 Derby on a pony named 


Kirkwood, ‘Sineo then he has won tho 
big race twice, and has secured: the second 
place on three ocesaions, All his successes 
were for the John Peel stable, except in 
4913 when he won the raco for Sir Ellis 
Kadooric ‘on Fijian Chief. 

The John Peel stables have won tho 
Dorhy six times since 1887 and have been 
placed no lesa than 16 times. Mr. G. H. 
Potta,; who won, his first Derby yesterday, 
had his ponies, Norman King and 
Hmerald King, come second in tho 1905 


and 1906 races. A noteworthy record is 
that pf Bir Paul Chater, whose name first 
appears in the Derby lists in. the year 
1674, when he was racing as Mr. Paul: 
In that, year his , Elyaway, secured 
third place, and, between year ond 
1884, hig ‘ponids were placed no less than 
8 times, ingluding two wins. From. 1684 
onwards hig nae docs not appear all 
1912 when’ he wor tho ‘race with White 
Hawthorn. Bince 1912 Sir Paul has won 
the Derby three times, being Plgese 
altogether, on six occagi , Bir’ Ellis 
Radi sehen who ‘did age bay ry gandids ;

Accompanying the petition is a very 
interesting document setting _ forth 
Korean claime. It is as follows :— 

“For four thousand’ years: following | 
ite foundation Korea was an independent 
nation. This statement is borné out’ by 
history. 


“The Kingdon of, Korea, during :the: nh 


last few hundred years of its existence, 
paid tribute in native produce to China, 
but China did not interfere in- the in- 
ternal administration of the country, 
which had its own administration and 
was entirely independent.’ . 

“On the pretext of the independence of 
Korea, Japan went to war with Ching 
in 1894 and 1695. Tha treaty of Shimono- | 
eeki admitted the independence of Korea, 
which wae also recognized by the various 
foreign powers. 

Korea was only a pretext for the purpose 
of robbing Korea of her sovereignty, 
was actually a fulfilment of Japan’s 


“Again, in 1904, when Japan went to 
war ‘with Russia, she declared that tho 
war waa being fought to maintain the 
independenco of Korea. 

“Japan suddenly annexed. Korea: in 
1910, abandoning all national honour 
and violating treaty obligations.

THE TASK BEGUN, 


The interna! Peace Conference opened 
at Shanghai on February 20th. Punctn- 
ally at 9 o'clock the Northern and 
Southern délegations, herded respectively 
by Chu Chi-chien and Tang Shao-yi 
entered the hall and forming themselves 
in a double row before the national flag 
saluted it by bowing three times towards 
it, after which the delegations took up 
their positions at the table, the North on 
one side and the South on the other, the 
chief delegates facing cach other in the 
centre. “Two secretaries each for the dele. 
gations occupied the smaller tables. 

The chicf delegates then formally ad- 


dressed the conference after which the 
session was brought tu a close, photu- 
graphs being taken. ‘

FULL STORY OF 2} YEARS UF — 
‘AIR RAIDS 


i, is possible now to give gomec details 
of the numerous air raids that were made 
hy the enemy over Londen and district 
for « period of two and a half years. 
Bomb attucks were firs, made by Zep- 
pelins on dark nights, and when these 
unwieldy war engines proved mere or 
less a failure, Taubes and Gothas, in large 
numbers. came uver irom the enemy aero- 
drones in Belgium. 

The first experimental raid, by aero- 
plane. on London was made in Lroad day. 
light, and, though other and move des- 
tructive daylight attacke followed, the 
enemy usually chose mvonlight nights for 
hia campaign uf “frightfulness,’ when the 
power of the searchlight was largely 
nullified. 

In the earlier stages of this phare of 
the war, the anti-aircraf, artillery wae 
conspicuously ferble and ineffective, but, 
later, so powerful a barrage was put up 
from long-range guns all round the 
Metropolis that the enemy had to advance 
with extreme caution and under perfect- 
ly favourable atmospheric conditions. 
At the same time the R.A.F. was greatly 
increased for home defence pur posts; and 
did splendid work. 

May 3ist, 1915, saw the first Zeppelin 
raid on London, but the results were sur- 
prisingly small. Ninety bombs, mostly 
incendiary, were dropped, but only three 
fires neoded the attention of the brigade, 
and the casualties were six killed and 
three injured. The districts mogt affected 
were Shoreditch and Balls Pond-road 
(Dalston). In the latter place, an aged 
couple were killed while kneeling by their 
bedside.” 

In the next raid on London, September 
7th, the casualties were again light, 
Bermondsey suffering chiefly. The fol- 
lowing night a bomb destroyed a motor 
*bus near Liverpool-strect station, and 
a train was struck.

LYCEUM THEATRE HIT.

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TRAVEL BY AIR. 
DAILY ATLANTIO SERVIOES. 


Speaking at Queen’s: Hall recently, Mr. 
J. A, Whitehead said that the futuro of 
aircrait ‘opened up such a wide field of 
conquest. that its possibilities were illi- 
mitable.. The wonders of. to-day in the 
air would be nought as compared with 
the wonders of to-morrow.

the development of commercia] aircraft. 
Although the cost of carrying a letter by 
air might be equal at first to the cost of 
sending a telegram, everything would! be 
gained. To convey one’s ideas adequately 
by wire and to ensure that no mistakes 
would be made entailed a long and costly 
message, whereas by aerial t it would 
be possible to send specifications and 
holograph documente such as were requir- 
ed in succeseful business or in legal enter. 
prise. Many business transactions would 

compl in a day, though the parties 
might Hive in different couniries. It 
would algo be possible for business men 
in the City to have samples of goods on 
urgent orders sent from all parte of) the 
world as wel] as the provinces in the 
shortest possible space of tame. An ex- 
Pressed letter posted in the morning in 
the special box at the General Post Office 
would be in Paris within two hours, and 
the reply handed to the writer as he waa 
sitting down to lunch.
